HEAVY FIGHTING

Left Flank of Lieut.-Gen. Stakelberg’s 
Advance Guard is Repulsed. 


Gen. Gerngross Wounded and Col. Khavastounoff 
and Adjutant Killed—Heavy Firing Along the En- 
tire Front Near Port Arthur — Japanese a 
Activity on All Their Advance Lines.

June 14.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Heavy fighting 
_ has been fn progress for two days in the broad valley of 

Tassa, between Vafangow and Wanjaling, and the end of 
the battle is not in sight. The left flank of the advance guara of 
the Russian relief expedition, under Lieut.-Gen. Baron Stakel- 
berg, has been driven back with great loss, many officers, from 
the rank of general down, being killed or wounded. Gen. Gern- 
gross, commanding that wing of the Russian army, was wounded 
in the head this afternoon. Col. Khavastounoff and his adjutant, ' 
Lieut. Dragoslaff, were killed, as were other officers of the line 


fusion from the Japanese attack at the time of sending this dis- 
patch. 

It appears from the latest news from the front that the Rus- 
sian column sent south by Gen. Kouropatkin ostensibly for the 
relief of Port Arthur is in collision with a large force sent north 
by Gen. Oku. Although nodecisive result has been achieved, the 
advantage at lagt accounts lay with the Japanese. Following the 
repulse of Khavastounoff’s regiment, the Japanese advanced a 
short distance nearer to the Russian position, but it was getting 
darker rapidly, and the enemy halted where it was. The first 
column after dark must have retired toward the railroad, for this 
morning it began its second advance from a point south of the 
place it had occupied last evening. All components of the second 
Japanese column, however, remained on the heights, and at sun- 
rise it was seen that they had strengthened their position greatly.

‘ JAPANESE DISPLAYING ACTIVITY.

ST. PETERSBURG, June 14, 5:12 p.m.—The Japanese are 
displaying activity at all their advance lines. According to in- 
formation i in the possession of the War Office two divisions of the 
enemy are now marching north along the railroad toward Vafan- 
gow, twenty-five miles north of Kinchow, They are having con- 
stant skirmishes with the retiring Russians, but the advance is 
not being seriously contested. Although it is too early to deter- 
mine the exact purpose of the advance, the presumption of the 
General Staff is that the northward movement is intended to effect 
a juncture at Kaichow with the column from Siu Yen, which is 
still moving westward. 

The bombardment of the coast near Kaichow and the block- 
ade of Newchwang might indicate that the ultimate object of the 
combined movements is to clear the Liao Tung peninsula of Rus- 
sians and occupy Newchwang asa new base. The garrison at 
Newchwang, it is claimed here, remains undiminished, but it is 
not believed that the Russian plans contemplate @ serious attempt 
to hold Newchwang.

_ Gen. Bell Determined to Prosecute 
the Agitator—Drastic Cleaning-up 
of the District—Another Special 
Deportation Train Sent Out with 
Thirty-three Prisoners on Board. 


{RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) * 

SALIDA (Colo.) June 14.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Emroute-on deporta- 
tion train. That the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners has been guilty of al- 
most every conceivable act of violence 
that they might achieve their purposes 
of winning strikes in the Cripple Creek 
district was practically admitted today 
by Frank W. Hangs, attorney for the 
federation. He was arrested yester- 
day morning. One day and night of 
confinement in the “bull pen” was more 
than sufficient. Early this morning he 
sent word to Gen. Bell that in return 
for a safe conduct out of the district 
and immunity from prosecution as ac- 
cessory to any of the offenses, he would 
assist the authorities with all his 
knowledge in tracing the perpetrators 
of the numberiless crimes that have 


| terrorized the county for the, last nine 


anonthe. 

He offered to explain the details sur- 
rounding the guns that had been 
cached by Federation members, the lo- 
cation of which appeared on papers 
found in his pockets when he was ar- 
rested, and to make public the names 
of the men who had secured the guns 
and the places where they had been se- 
cured. The other offenses he offered to 
clear of mystery are still kept from tae 
public by Gen. Bell, but it is known 
that they are connected with the Vin- 
dicator explosion and the recent In- 
dep naence station disaster. Gen. 
Bell has taken the matter of allowing 
Hangs to turn State’s evidence under 
‘consideration, and will probably not 
definitely decide the matter for a 
couple of days. Hangs has been one of 
the leading agitators in the district for 
months, and the military commander 
is determined, to prosecute him if pos- 
sible. He has evidence that will con- 
vict all of the union leaders, he be- 
lieves, without the assistance of Hangs, 
and it is possibie, that he will refuse 
him immunity in return for a confes- 
sion. 

The drastic measures taken by Gen. 
Bell to clean up the district have ail- 
ready had their result. Today, it is 
doubtful if there are 100 federation 
members or sympathizers in the 
camp. Mofe than five hundred of 
them h@ve been confined in the “bull 
pen.” Another 500 have been called 
to the office of the military com- 
mander and given their choice of 
leaving the district within twenty-four 
hours or undergoing confinement in 
the “bull pen” and subsequent depor- 
tation. Another 1000 have voluntarily 
left, knowing that a continued resi- 
dence in the county would only mean 
arrest and deportation. 

“Every federation member and sym- 
pathizer must go,” has become the 
slogan of the business men and the 
Citizens’ Alliance, and it is a war cry 
that is being enforced. In Victor, In- 


| dependence, Goldfield: and Anaconda, 


every civil officer with the exception 
of the several Mayors, have been 
forced to resign and their places 
have been filled-with active non-union 
men, Today, the last deportation 
train was sent out. : 

Barly this morning, 170 re- 
mained in the “bull pen.” The others 
had been deported. ,At 3 o'clock this 
afternoon thirty-three of the _ less 
prominent prisoners were placed on a 
special train, under the commahd of 
Colt. Leo W. Kennedy. His instruc- 
tions were to carry the prisoners to 
the southwesterly corner of the State, 
where Colorado is joined by New Mex: 
ico, Arizona and Utah. The location 
was chosen because of the appeal 
made by Gov.

Samuel M. Burbank of Arizona, Too 


Much Finance on His Mind, At- 

tempts Suicide.

NEW YORK, June 14—Samuel M. 
Burbank of Arizona, a retired mer- 
chant, attempted to kill himself today 
by cutting his throat in a law office. 
He is now a prisoner in a hospital, 
charged with attempted suicide. 

Burbank is 55 years of age and a 
brother of Caleb A. Burbank, the 
residuary legatee of the late Ambrose 
Brackett Burbank, a millionaire who 
died January 17 last and for several 
months up to the time of his death 
was nursed by Samuel M. Burbank. It 
is believed that Samuel M. Burbank’s 
mind was affected through his close 
care of his uncle, and for some time 
his brother such an out- 
come as that o ay. 

Burbank is from Minnehaha, Ariz. 
There was pending in the Surrogates 
Court today an order to show cause 
why Caleb A. Burbank should not 
produce an alleged ‘second will that 
would not have made him the resid- 
uary legatee, nor have given Samuel 
M. Burbank $25,000. Counsel for the 
contestants had asked whether Samuel 
M. Burbank, as the constant com- 
panion of the testator, might know 
something about a later will, 

The disclosures in the affidavits on 
file indicate a very spirited contest on 
the part of the various nieces and 
nephews of the aged capitalist, who in 
the will offered for probate bequeathed 
the bulk of his estate to his nephew, 
Caleb A. Burbink, a practicing lawyer 
in this city. The estate has been esti- 

ted at from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000, 
and among several minor bequests 
was one of $25,000 to William F. Bur- 
bank, a San Francisco banker, who 
refused to take any part in the liti- 
gation over the will. 

The number of relatives who would 
come in for a share of the estate in 
cage there were no will is placed at 
eighty-two, several of whom will re- 
ceive no recognition from the will now 
in the courts. 

At the hospital this afternoon it was 
said that Burbank’s wound is slight 
and he should recover from it in a 
week.

NEW YORK, June 14.—Adulterants 
highly injurieus to health have been 
found in innocent-looking cakes, cheap 
caramels and other sweet stuff sold 
freely fo children here, and a report 
has been made to the Attorney-Gen- 


erm of ibe State by chemists working 


under the direction of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, In one in- 
stance, eleven grains of paraffine were 
found in four small chocolate-covered 
cakes. The chemists declare that par- 
affine resists the action of strong acids 
and is highly injurious to the diges- 
tive organs. Other samples of can- 
dies disciosed aniline dyes and lead 
poisons. Injurious coloring matters 
were not confined to cheap candies, but 
were found in some of the most ex- 
pensive varieties that are made.

SUPREME COURT RULING.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—A ma- 
jority of the Supreme Court decided 
today that cities and towns created 
by special acts of the Legislature 
prior to the adoption of the State 
Constitution and not since reorgan- 
ized under the general laws are not 
affected by section 3366 of the Politi- 
cal Code, which prohibits local gov- 
ernments from enacting license laws 
for revenue. A large number of cities 
and towns are affected by this rul- 
ing, as many of them have enacted 
laws for revenue, 


tention of the Supreme Court 
writs of habeas corpus from 
Whittier, Marysville and Santa Clara. 
The authorities of Whittier imposed 
a revenue tax on the livery and feed 
business, Marysville taxed restaur- 
ants and Santa Clara taxed several 
kinds of business. 

In 1901 the Legislature passed sec- 
tion 3366 of the Political Code, which 
forbids all cities and towns from im- 
posing license taxes except for police 
regulation.

Every man 
who has done business with a pension 
bureau in connection with the claims

ment in the entire story that has any 
foundation. The most serious charge 
fis that the law has been made retro- 
active, and that pension claimants 
have been paid pensions for periods 
prior to filing their application. It is

_@ffect. That's untrue. Claims are con- 
sidered in regular order—the pension 
bureau does not give the class of 
claimants preference in the way indi- 
cated.

COST OF PREPARING IT.

The Department of 
Agriculture will soon issue a bulletin 
Gescribing the methods of preparing 
land for irrigation and applying wa- 
ter to the crops in different sections of 
the arid region of the United States. 
{im this bulletin, the methods of get- 
ting rid of sagebrush, smoothing 
ground, building laterals and distrib- 
ating water over the fields, as devel- 
sped by the experience of the farmers 


im the irrigated districts, are brought . 


together and described. 
The bulletin brings out the fact, not 
well understood, that the cost of pre- 
ng land for irrigation is in mauy 
ances greater than the cost of 
building canals and reservoirs. De- 
tailed Mgures of the cost of the land 


show that it varies in certain districts— 


in California from $9.96 to $18.05 per 
sere. This is more than twice the cost 
of the canal systems in the San Joa- 
guin Valley, which was $4.99 per irri- 
gated acre. Where the preparing of 
land is contracted for, the cost of 
checking varies from $7.50 to $20 per 


About thirty different methods of 
applying water are now in use. This 
floes not mean that there are thirty 


distinct systems, but includes different 
ways of preparing land by checking 
compartments, deep and shallow fur- 
rows, flooding, sprinkling and sub-irri- 
gation. This bulletin gives some of the 
results of the series of tests of differ- 
ent methods of applying water, and the 
@ifference in the loss of water by 
evaporation in deep and shallow fur- 
rows and in flooding. About one and 
one-half times as much water was 
needed to irrigate an acre of land by 


inches deep. About one and one-third 
times as much water was needed to 
irrigate in furrows three inches deep 
as in furrows one foot deep. A sav- 
ing of one-third of the water by the 
adoption of a better system would 
mean, not only increased profits to 
the farmers, but a large increase in 
‘acreage, which could be irrigated from 
canals or reservoirs.

HARRISON- HEARST COMBINE.

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.) June 14.—The |

There were six men represgnting Har- 
rison and Hearst in the conference 
and each man pledged himself to say 
nothing of the compact until after 
the adjournment of the subcommit- 
tee of the State central body. It 
was feared that if the Hopkins men 
knew of the arrangement they would 
offset it by unseating a _ sufficient 
number of Harrison men and Hearst 
men to leave them in full control bf 
the convention. 

The deal is advantageous to the 
Harrison people, for, white they have 
about one-fifth as many delegates as 
Hearst, they are to have one-half 
of the delegates-at-large to the na- 
tional convention and an equal voice 
in naming the candidates for the 
State offices, provided the alliance is 
able to control the convention, as the 
leaders express confidence of doing. 

The Harrison people, on their part, 
agree to vote for an instructed Hearst 
delegation and secure the withdrawal 
of Congressman James R. Williams 
from the Presidential race. The great 
interest still continues in the fight 
for party control, and the candidates 
for office are in the background so

ARE OF LEPERS 
IN HAWAII. 


HEAVIEST OF ALL THE PUBLIC 
EXPENDITURES. 
Carelessness of the Natives Causes 
Spread of Leprosy, and the Leper 
Colonists Enjoy’a Life of Ease and 


_Comfort Until Death Finally Comes 
to Them. 


[Boston Transcript:] .Among the 
heaviest of these public expenses which 
it is impossible greatly»-to abridge is 
that of maintaining in due comfort the 
leper colony on Molokai. The site of 
their settlement is on the island nearest 
to this one, and is fairly in sight from 
the eastern end of the electric road, 
not over fifty miles away. It occupies 
a low peninsula of about eight square 
miles area, at the foot of a nearly im- 
passable precipice of 1500 feet, which 
wholly isolates it from the rest of the 
island. It is a lovely spot, swept by 
the bracing trade winds. A copious 
supply of water for gardens and taro 
culture is led by pipes from a neigh- 
boring valley. Here dwellin great com- 
fort nearly nine hundred victims of 
leprasy, the great majority of whom 
are nearly or quite free m suffering. 
The disease of leprosy is not attended 
with pain, except in its latter stages, 
when the vital organs begin to be se- 
riousiy invaded. It is anesthetic, or 
painless, in its disfiguring ravages 
Among its earlier manifestations are 
portions of the skin becoming insen- 
sible to pain. Swellings appear on the 
face, ears, hands and feet, parts ex- 
posed to the light. These are followed 
in time by numerous ulcerations. Joints 
ofthe fingers and toes ultimately sep- 
arate. But all the time there is no pain, 
and the maimed hands and feet cica- 
trize and heal. Death usually comes 
from disease of lungs or bowels, which 
mauady has impaired in their ac- 
tion. 

A LIFE OF EASE AND COMFORT. 


Thus a colony of lepers is not charac- 
terized by any general distress.They 
live in great ease and comfort. Perhaps 
one-tenth of their number are weak 
or ill enough to be in hospital, where 
they are well cared for. The reat !ead 
lives of comfort greater than that of 
a majority of their fellow Hawalians. 
Rations are abundant. All necessaries 
and housing are amply supplied. There 
are a few score of well persons among 
them who have been permitted to live 
there is kakuas or helpers of feeble 
relatives. These kakuas often try to 

as lepers in order to remain after 
the death of their relatives and enjoy 
the easy life. The villages are very at- 
tractive with nice cottages and pretty 
gardens. A liberal and judicious ex- 
penditure of the government for forty 
years has developed a very perfect 
system of management. The present 
very capable head of the settlement, 
“Jack” McVeigh, reports great inter- 
est of late in Athletic exercises. A race 
‘track is much in vogue. Numbers 
practice forming pyramids, climbing 
on each others’ shoulers | 

Most of the lepers are native Ha- 
wailans. Not 5 per cent. belong to other 
races, although Hawaiians form only 
one-fourth of the inhabitants of this 
group. This is doubtless due in part 
to a lesa tendency in Europeans and 
Astatics to contract the malady which 
has for ages existed among those races, 


mune. But it is much more effect 
of the utter absence among Hawalians 
of any precaution against communica- 
bie diseases. A Hawaiian always 
mihgles with infected persons of any 
gort with absolute carelessness. They 
geem incapable of grasping the idea 
that contact with a diseased person 
can impair one’s safety. I have per- 
sonally witnessed the strangest care- 
lessness in the matter of leprosy. I 
have seen at a receiving station visit- 
ing friends passing pipes from mouth 
to mouth through the palings between 
the well outside and the hideously dis- 
figured faces within. I have seen in 
their homes lepers and well persons 
eating with their hands from the saine 
dishes. I have seen children in a re- 
mote country school with arms en- 
twined with a leprows child. whorn 
neither parents nor teacher had 
thought to segregate. 
THE ONLY SALVATION. 


The only salvation from leprosy is 
rigorous segregauon of ‘tthe afflicted 
ones. Yet we find to this day appar- 
ently learned writers maintaining that 
it is not a contagious or communicable 
disease, alhough its peculiar bacillus 
is well known, and its presence is a 
common test for incipient leprosy, 
whose symptoms are often simulated 
by other maadies. To one like my- 
self who has watched the development 
of a large number of cases it seems. 
strange that its communicableness 
should be thought open to the slightest 
doubt. Between thirty and fifty years 
ago the writer was located at Lahaina, 
which was the chief center from which 
the infection spread. Lahaina was the 
home of the native chief who gontract- 
ed the malady in China about sixty 
years ago and brought it home with 
him. In that place I could trace its 
transmission from person to person, 
and its often rapid spread in Individual 
households. It was not ‘until about 
1858 that the name of the strange mal- 
ady became known through the visit 
of a physician to China, although be- 
fore that time it had attracted atten- 
tion, and I had noticed the peculiar 
tubercles on the faces and ears of 
pupils in a school which I taught. 

I am well satisfied that the chief 
method of communicating leprosy 
among natives is by kissing, which 
they are fond of practising. Hence the 
frequent infection of young children. 
The saliva of a leper abounds in the 
bacillus leprae more-than any other se- 
cretion of the body. There have been 
noterious cases where white infants 
have thus been infected by native 
nurses. Apparentiy the danger is 
small of being infected by ordinary 
contact with a leper. Flse a majority 
of our foreign population would have 
fallen victims during the period when 
lepers were but slightly segegated here. 
Leprosy is doubtless a much less read- 
ily communicated disease than pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis. Segregation is now 
enforced with much strictness, and the 
few lepers not at the settlement are 
carefel hidden away, I bave met none

A most hapny affair was the enter- 
tainment last night of the graduating 
class of the College of Medicine of the 
University of Southern California, by 
the faculty.

While the vrimary purpose wus to 
honor the twenty-four graduates, a 
most imvortant part of the proceedings 
was the formal annguncement of the 
laying of the corner-stone of the new 

Clinical Laboratory at 4 o'clock on 
Thursday afternoon... Ground has al- 
ready been broken for the new build- 
ing in the rear of the college on Buena 
Vista street, and Dre Granville Mac- 
Gowan said last night that while it 
was not to be the largest on the Pa- 
cific Coast, it is®*to be the very best, as 
well as most powerful and most perfect. 
The building will cost $20,000, and will 
embody all the very latest improve- 
ments and equipment. The commence- 
ment exercises, at which the class will 
receive their diplomas, ‘will be held in 
Simpson Audtorium’ ou Thursday 
night.

THE BROW OF THE HILL 

The principal address was made by 
Bishop Conaty, who has become one 
of the greatest favorites among the 
after-diner speakers of the city. In 
his most genial manner and with a 
voice filled with music and sympathy, 
the Bishop spoke in part as follows: 
‘The study of medicine appeals to 
the noblest instincts and establishes a 
pursuit in life nobler than that of any 
or all of the physical sciences. It deals 
directly with man, 
in nature have been made by God. It 


human frame, studying its weakness 
and its strength In order than man 
may enjoy life longer, that he may 
know how best to live physically, in 
order that he may enjoy earthly happi- 
ness. The physician has always been 
honored among men. He has been re- 
garded as a benefactor of human kind 
and indeed we are not surprised that 
simple races have regarded him as pos. 
sessing something’ preternatural and 
worshipping him as something almost 
divine. 

“He is the guardian of the secrets 
of human life,gholding the confidence 
of people. In his keeping He the inter- 
ests of suffering humanity. His re- 
sponsibility is among the highest tm- 
posed upon man. Mere utilitarian mo- 
tives should not control] his actions. 
Neither should mistakes from ignorance 
or want of skill be allowed to pass un- 
censured. 

“Morality underiies his profession. 
in hand. That which is forbidden by 
the commandments of God is forbid- 
den to all men, regardless of their pro- 
fession. All our relations with man 
are built upon man's relations with 
God. The physician should never be 
found doing that which conscientious 
knowledge of the eternal law must for- 
bid. What is entrusted to them !s the 
highest and most sacred of all trusts— 
human life—hence the responsibility 1: 
great and fidetity and conscience 
should mark al! its actions. 

“His duty. depends upon persona! tn- 
tegrity and his regard for morality 
and his practice of it are essentials tc 
that true character which should be 
found in the physician. He should be 
a man of faith, with belief in the Su- 
preme Cause of all life. The existing 
and binding force of the moral law 
should fil! his life with respect for hu- 
man life in whatever form it comes be- 
fore him for duty. The Angel of Mercy 
should never become an angel of evil 
The physician should be a man oo: 
knowledge, not deceived by the Insinua.- 
tions of false science, taking for 
scientific fact that which is only 
theory or a speculation. He should be 
a student, accurately and constantly 
acquainting himself with his sctence. 
“He should never benr to his patients 
the scoff and sneer. of trreligion. His 
life is a building up and not a pultine 
down: his to give happiness and not 
despair; his to breed love and not hate 
The physictan should be a man of kind. 
ness and sympathy, and above all, a 
man of loyalty to the conscientiou: 
opinions of his patients, never thwart- 
ing. by word or action, the conscten- 
tious rights of people to enjoy, in thet? 
moments of suffering, ajl the blessing: 
of their religion.

ONE WOMAN'S CURIOSITY 


Leads to the Discovery of the Only 
_ Turquoise Mine in 
Mexico. 
{Mexican Herald:] Perhaps the first 


mine fn all the world that has been 


discovered because of a woman's in- 
fatiable curiosity has been developed 
in the State of Zacatecas in the Santa 
Rosa district, near Bonanza. From 
time immemorial it has heen an adage 
miners that the best mines 
have been located by accident. Pros- 
pectors have been known to discover 
a lode through the kicking of a piece 
of metal from an unknown ledge by 
their mules’ hoofs. Cripple Creek was 
discovered through the merest acci- 
dent by Stratton; but it remained for 
a woman, Mra. V. M. Clement, to dis- 
cover a rich deposit of turquoise, re- 
puted to be the only one in Mexico, 
in the Santa Rosa mine, while search- 
ing for pretty stones on the dump of 
the Prospect. 

‘i4he mine was then being worked by 
Vv. D. Willlamson and some associates 
as a jead-silver prospect. They had 
never even suspected the existence of 
turquoise. Telling the story, Manager 
Williamson said: 3 

“Mrs. Clement was a large stock- 
holder in the company. She lived at 
Bonanza, and it had been the joke of 
the other members that she was al- 
ways prowling about the dump picking 
up pieces of ore and claiming they were 
all sorts of things, other than what 
they were. One day about thirteen 
months ago she went out to the dump 
and picked up a pretty light blue stone 
which was very hard and shiny. Fhe 
thought it would do for her collectioa, 
so she took it home. 

“Upon her arrival she compared ‘+ 
with a piece of turquoise she had 
bought In the United States and. came 
to the conclusion that it was turquoise. 
The other members of the company 
laughed, thinking it was another joke 
on Mrs. Clement. We had been mining 
the property for lead and silver. Mrs. 
Clement Was so persistent that we sent 
the specimen to Mexico City and had 
it analyzed, The report came back 
that it was pure phosphate of alu- 
minum, or turquoise. 

‘after this report was made, other 
samples were taken, and the company 
became satisfied 
turquoise. Now the mine 
worked solely for the gem.”

Perjury was clearly proved in each 
instance.

At the direction of the City Attorney 
City Clerk Lelande yesterday started 
to verify the signatures by comparison 
with the great register as provided in 
the recall section of the city charter. 

If the two lists examined can he 
taken as. a precedent there will be 
no occasion for action on the part of 
the Council. Their ratio, followed out, 
wouk! reduce the number of electors 
signing the recall to less that three 
hundred names. 

Feeble effort is now being made by 
the Typographical Union grafters to 
secure enough additional names to 
make un- the deficiency. Last night 
the solicitors were spurred forward to 
further effort bv an offer of 50 cents 
for each name secured. This money, of 
course, comes from the depleted treas- 
urv of the Typographical Uhion.

|SLEUTHS FOILED BY DARING 


HOLD-UP ARTIST. 


No Prospect of Convicting Man 
Arrested for that Long Beach 
Robbery—Discrepancies Discov- 
ered in the Original Tales of the 
Happening. 


If the daring robbery of the Pa- 
cific Electric office in Long Beach, 
which occurred early during Sunday 
morning, June 6, last, was the work 
of a skillful crook, as was generauwy 
believed at the time—there is little 
probability that he will ever be cap- 
tured, for ample time has elapsed 
for him to have reached almost any 
part of the country he might wish 
to, 

Hugh Davis, the. night clerk at the 
station, was, at the point of a pistol, 
terrorized into handing through a 
broken window pane, nearly $400 in 
cash, to the supposedly lone highway- 
ae The young man was so badly 
frightened that he could give but a 
meager description of the fellow, but 
claims to have made an effort to frus- 
trate the robber’s plans by toying 
with the combination of the _ safe 
from, which the money was taken 
in an effort to “stall” the desperado, 
while hoping that help might ar- 
rive. 

Across the street, near the bank 
on the corner of Pacific and Ocean 
avenues. Night Watchman MeMillan 
and Special Officer Smith, employed 
on the pier, claimed to have been 
stationed, while the transaetion was 
in progress. They were returning 
from a trip to the City Hall, and say 


they heard the crash of breaking 
glass, when the “hold-up” made an 
opening to thrust his hand through 


and place a revolver near the head 
of the night clerk, who was fast 
asleep on a cot néar the window, and 
adjoining the safe. - 

McMillan claims that as soon as he 
saw the man, who was discernable 
from the lights inside the Salt Lake 
Depot, in the corner, of which the 
office is situated, he opened fire. 

The desperate fellow 
shots, and a duel followed, in which 
eight bullets were exchanged accord- 
ing to McMillan, he emptying his six- 
chamber, 32-caliber revolver. 

Having done so, he feared to fur- 
ther pursue the dangerous character, 
but retreated in the opposite direc- 
tion to telephone for the Sheriff.

There are several circumstances,

Another unanswered question is; If 
the watchman heard the crash of the 
window pane when the miscreant 
smashed it, and the young night clerk 
made two bluffs at getting the right 
combination, which would open the 
safe, finally getting the right one on 
the third trial—a performance that 
must have occupied not less than 
three minutes—what was McMillan 
doing all that time, for he claims not 
to have begun firing until the money 
was handed through the window and 
was in possession of the robber. 

Then, again the thief must have 
transferred nearly $400, half in gold 
and the remainder in silver, to his 
pockets—for the box, an ordinary 
cigar-box, was found at the end of 
the depot building when the search 
was instituted later—during the 
fulisade of shots. 


WAS HE A GIRAFFE? 

But most important of all was the 
direction taken by the bullet, which 
passed through the backs of the seats 
inside the depot. A Times reporter 
who was at the scene yesterday, in 
company with Agent Dunn of the Pa- 
cifie Electric Company, gauged the 
angle of the passage* of the bullet. 
This could be readily done by pass- 
ing a long wire through the two holes 
to the point on the seat opposite 
where the missile finally lodged; when 
it was plainly apparent that if fired 
from across the street, the marksman 
must have been possessed of the 
combined height of three of four 
giraffes or else stood in one of the 
upper windows of the bank bullding. 

These inconsistencies in the orginal 
tale have caused a great deal of com-

Greman Methodist Institution is Full 
and Will Send for More 
Deaconesses.

“Il have heard these rumors from 
various sources,” said Dr. Wilke, “but 
I cannot imagine how they could find 
any substance on which to stand. We 
have no intention to make the hospital 
Other than was first planned, a Ger- 
man Methodist Deaconess Hospital, and 
we shall go right ahead on this line. 
The reports of changes are entirely 
without foundation.” |. 

Dr. Wilke says the hospital is run- 
ning at full capacity, and that a re- 
quest will be sent to the deaconess 
mother house at Cincinnati for mo 
nurse deaconesses to be sent here. 
—— will probably come out in the 
all, 

It has been . decided to conduct a 
training school for deaconess nurses at 
this hospital, and the classes are now 
being formed. There will be at least 
eleven young women to enter this work, 
and they are given a probationary pe- 
riod before making their final decision 
as to adopting the life of the deaconess. 
The German Hospital at present re- 
quires twenty-five nurses, and fre- 
quently these can scarcely meet the 
requirements. As much as possible the 
Sundays are kept as days of rest for 
these nurses, but last Sunday there 
were five surgical operations at the 
hopsital, and each required the aid of 
three nurses. 

Dr. Wilke says he has been ap- 
proached by persons who have offered 
to purchase or lease the whole estab- 
lishment, as a private enterprise, but 
these were promptly dismissed.

family of big men, he having one 
brother who tips the beam at 400 
pounds and another who weighs 300.

This 
was four months ago, and for three 
months Mr. Sheets ate but one meal 
a day, and felt better for it, threw 
away one cane and put on his “shoes. 

The one-meal-a-day plan worked so 
well that Mr. Sheets did some think- 
ing on his own account. He said to 
himself, if one meal a day has helped 
me this much, why not eat but one 
meal a week?—and that is just what 
he is doing. 

When Mr. Sheets stopped eating he 
weighed 252 pounds. He ate a light 
dinner one Sunday and made up his 
mind that it would have to go at that 
until the next Sunday. He took no 
food during the week, and -when his 
meal day arrived the scales showed 
that during the séven days he had 
lost just twenty pounds in avoirdu- 
pois. 

Describing his sensations Mr. Sheets 
says he has no intense longing to eat. 
Sometimes he thinks he is hungry. 
or feels a gnawing at his stomach, but 
at such times he takes a drink of 
water. He also‘ sucks the juice of an 
orange occasionally. 

Mr, Sheets is now well along into 
the third week of his fast, which 
will not be broken again until gext 
Sunday. He has lost nearly another 
twenty pounds in weight and is begin- 
ning to figure out how long he will 
last if he continues to lose flesh at 
that rate. 


ROTARY MOTOR.

experiments and theories and has 
structed his piece of mechanism os 
original lines. The principal distine- 
tive features of the motor, as ciain 
by Mr. Twitchell, are: elimination of 
fiywheel and water jackets, and 
crease of weight. also the cutting o:t 
of vibration, which has proven one 
the most objectionable features in the 
present style of automobiles. 
The motor is a cylindrical affair not 
much larger than the ordinary hat oox, 
and is equipped with five separate cyl-

By the aid of a cam device 
for actuating valves it has been 

ble to produce a multi-cylinder revolv- 
ing engine, thus avoiding the use of a 
mass of gearing. cog wheels, etc., 
which would prove impractical. The 
rapidly-revolving engine is designed s0 
that the air operates as a fan ani 
thereby cools the cylinders, thus doing 
away with water-jackets, or the circu.

De- 
scriptions of these men have been fur- 
nished the police and a search for the 
culprits is in 

The method employed is a new one in 
Los Angeles and so quietly and quickly 
was it worked that a large number 
of people were fleeced before they Teal- 
ized it; later a tremendous how! went > 
up and a rush was made to report the 
cases. The bogus-money men worked 
in a circle, exclustveiy in rooming- 
houses, and succeeded in passing a $20 
bill in places on East First street, West 
Fifth street, East and West Sixth 
street, and East and West Seventh 
street. Later a case of the same na- 
ture was reported from a house at the 
corner of Beaudry and Temple streets. 

The method pursued by the men was. 
to ask for a room and when a suitable 
one was shown, they would pay for it 
in advance with a bad bill and receive 
the change. In each case the men said 
that their baggage would shortly fol- 
low and that if the room proved satis- 
factory they would doubtless retain it 
for some time.

AT THE COURTHOUSE, 


AYLOR ENTERS 
PLEA OF GUILTY. 


SENTENCED TO SAN QUENTIN 
FOR FIVE YEARS. 


Handy Man of the Great Loan 
Conspiracy Evidently Feared the 
Disclosures that Might Come from 
‘Masterson, Whe Objected to Be- 
ing Made a Scapegoat. - 


With the jury panel completed by the 
swearing in of the one additional juror 
needed, and with everything prepared 
for a week's hard fight, the trial of A. 
J. Taylor collapsed yesterday in Judge 
Smith's court in most extraordinary 


fashion. 4 
Taylor, the bright-eyed ‘and good- 


looking young defendant, withdrew his 


plea of “not guilty” to the crime of 
forgery, and interposed the plea of 
“gulity” instead. 

To those who were cognizant of the 
inner workings of the “game’’—the 
effort to reach two of the most shifty 
and clever real estate manipulators 
that have ever put the District Attur- 
ney's office on its mettle, was dra- 
matic in the cumulative effect. 

The wife and child of Taylor have 
never known through the long months 
that the husband and father was 
guilty of crime. The wife ngver 
doubted fof a moment but that her 
husband had become enmeshed in busi- 
ness dealings with men who used him 
to their own advantage. Not until 
haif an hour before Taylof stood up to 
plead guilty to the charge Was she in- 
formed that instead of being the hon- 
est man of her ideal he was guilty, 
and that upon the advice of his counse! 
within the next few minutes he would 
stand before her eyes and those.of nis 
sweet-faced eight-year-old child and 
make confession of his guilt... 

And the. wife sat there with drawn 
face waiting. 

The last juror had just been sworn 
and the prosecution called the name 
of Dr. Grinnell as tne first witness. 
Then Le Compte Davis, of counsel for 
the defense, arose and announced the 
Intention of his client to change his 


plea. 

“Is that so, Mr. Taylor?’ inquired 
Judge Smith. 

The defendant arose, answering in 
the affirmative. 

“Are you ready for your sentence?” 

Taylor again acquiesced. The for- 
mal reading of the Information was 
then made, and he was asked if he 
knew of any legal reason why sen- 
tence should not be passed. 

A half-suppressed sob from the rear 
was the only answer, until Jud Rush 
arose. “I am #satisfied,”’ he said, “that 
the defendant is not nearly as black 
as he has been painted, and I would 
like the court to be as merciful as it 
can. I would also asx that the de- 
fendant be sent to San Quentin, so that 
his wife and children may be afforded 
an opportunity to visit him.” 

The court appealed to the District 
Atiorney as to what he thought In the 
contingency that had arisen. Capt. 
Fredericks said that it was somewhat 
4ifficuit for him to express his opinion 
after the plea of guilty had been en- 
tered, 

“This man has been charged in con- 
nection with defrauding the Contl- 
nental Loan ania Bullding Association 
out of several thousand dollars,” he 
said. “I have no desire that vengeance 
should be wreaked upon him, though 
the crime has been committed. I think 
if he were sentenced to possibly five 
years—I know of no other way to sum 
up my ideas except in years, and I! 
think frora my experience in court that 
such a term would meet the ends of 
justice.” 

MRS. TAYLOR BREAKS. 

The court then passed sentence. upon 
Taylor, ordering him confined at San 
Quentin for the period of five years. 

All of this took place quicker than 
it takes to tell, but the strain had been 
too much for Mrs. Tayior, though she 
had striven hard to maintain a com- 
posed demeanor. As @eentence was be- 
ing passed she broke down and cried, 
but quietly... When the court was 
cleared, however, she gave way to a 
passion of grief and her ittle girl also 
eried as if her heart would break. Tay- 
lor’s eyes, too, were wet as he put his 


arms around his wife and sought to 
console her and fondied his Iittle 
daughter. 


The manner in which Taylor, Christy 
and Masterson were brought to book 
affords a curious exemplification of the 
fact that when thieves fall out honest 
men come by their own. When Master- 
son skipped out to Germany it was 
assumed wher the crash came that he 
had foreseen the inevitable and had 
got Trom under. That was scarcely 


the exact status of his condition, for 


neither he nor his assogiates had an 
idea that the game was 80 nearly up. 


Mrs. Masterson and her children were 


visiting at her old home in Germany, 
and e husband went to Germany 
merely for a holiday and to bring his 
famfliy back here. Pretty good proof 
of this iles In the fact that upon leav- 
ing Los Angeles Masterson spoke of 
hie trip several weeks before he actu- 
ally left and bought his ticket In this 
city. He also had over $5990 in a local 
bank and ieft his house and office just 


fas if he intendea to return, which he 
undoubtedly did when he left. 

But when the storm broke and Tay- 
lor and Christy were arrested it is safe 
tO assume that Masterson was not 
|} sorry that he was on the other side of 
the Atlantic. He was tin regular re- 
ceipt of the papers published here, and 
when he read of the preliminary ex- 
aminations of his two business as- 
sOciates he determined that it was 
time to look out for himself if ever 
he intended to return to Caiifornia. 

AS TO MASTERSON, 


When Taylor and Christy were ex- 
amined 
James was the particular counsel who 
rang the changes on the guiltiness of 
Masterscn.« He made out that Master- 
son was the key to the whole situation, 
and that the two other defendants were 
the dupes of the wicked wiles of the 
man the law could not reach. “Bring 
along Masterson,” cried the defense; 
produce him and we'll soon see who is 


the guilty party here.” The bluff 
didn't work, but had not Masterson 
been brought back it is more than 
robable that it would. But away 


ack in a little Prussian village Mas- 
terson read how he was to be sacri- 
ficed to act as the doormat upon which 
Taylor and Christy might wipe their 
feet. He sat down and wrote to Dist.- 
Atty. Fredericks that ne was perfectly 
willing to tell all that he knew about 
every business transaction, and fur- 
thermore was ‘perfectly willing to re- 
turn to Los Angeles and make explana- 
tion. 
That sounded too good, and the ef- 
forts that had been begun to obtain 
the extradition papers were not sus- 
— Masterson was arrested and 
eld by the German authorities, and, as 
later events proved, granted extradi- 
tion after long and exhaustive inquiry. 


told the District Attorney and George 

Tichenor, assistant superintendent 
of Pinkerton'’s Agency, through whose 
efforts every detail of the various real 
estate manipulations nave been fer- 
reted out, the whole story of the mat- 
ter. Of course he did this to get out 
of trouble, and any hesitancy he felt 
was put aside when he saw that Tay- 
lor and Christy were trying to make 
@ scapegoat of him. But the story 
he told could not be corroborated. What 
he said might be true, and then aguin 
it might not. But Masterson stated 
that every word that he had said could 
be verified by the numerous documents, 
memoranda and al! of papers 
that he had left in his office desk when 
he departed for Germany. But these 
papers had been purtoined. So much 
was known, for overtures are said to 
have been made to Masterson's brother 
by which these same papers were to be 
surrendere’& for $500. Those interested 
have denied that any such proposition 
was ever made, but at all events the 
papers were held by persons that had 
ro right to them, and they were trailed 
by Detective Tichenor and invited to a 
little private talk In tne District At- 
torney'’s office. The result of that con- 
versation was that they said they 
would consider the matter, and fet 
Capt. Fredericks know definitely later. 

Then the alternative was presented

MASTERSON DIDN'T LIE.

In 4he particular case wherein 
Taylor plead gullty and on which he 
has been sentenced for five years at 
San Quentin, the game was started 
when Dr. F. Grinnell of Pasadena gave 
an option to one Platt on a house and 
lot. Piatt advertised the place and 
Taylor replied. Finally he bought the 
place for $1500, about all it was worth. 
Taylor had the deed made out to E. FE. 
and 8S. W. Means aa grantees, and that 
done he went to Masterson, who was 
the local agent of the Continental! 
Building and Loan Association, and 
told him that he ha@ an application 
for a loan. He thereupon filed his ap- 
plication for a loan of $2800, a board of 
appraisers reported upon it favorably, 
and in due course a check for $2800 and 
a deed of trust were received by Mas- 
terson. Taylor took the trust deed to 
have the ostensible borrowers sign ft, 
but inasmuch as the whole Means out- 
fi: neh made up of fictitious person- 
ages he the signatures of 
E. and S. W. Means and Mary and Eva 
8. Meana, the latter supposed to be 
the wives of the two first named. In- 
deed, as a matter of fact, Taylor is al- 
leged to have forged the names to the 
appraisers’ report, and how much of 
guilty knowledge Masterson had is an 
unknown quantity. Certainly Taylor 
was the handy man with the pen. and 
was fully equal to tne exigencies of 
the occasion. 

Since the prosecution picked up the 
firet clue, Detective Tichenor has been 
busy running the trail down, and 
Deputy District Attorneys McComas 
and BE. J. Fleming, with Frank Finlay- 
son as associate counsel, have watchel 
the case and held the strings in the 
District Attorney's office. with Capt. 
Fredericks himeelf keeping closely in 
touch with it. The interests involved 
were very large, in. all about $80,000. 

ut there wae a good deal of property 
to etand off against that. and when 
Masterson returned and Taylor and 
Christy realized that the Jig was up 
they have made what amends they 
could by aiding in straightening out 
the snaris that had tied up the proper- 
tles of many deserving and innocent 
people. As might have been surmised, 
some of the banks have been hit quite 
hard. but they ore not squealing, and 
about $56,000 to $60,000 of the total 
amount has been straightened out. On 
the final show-down It is stated that 
the Continental Bullding and Loan As- 
sociation will not stand to lose more 
than from $12,900 to $15,000, if as much. 
The fact that Taylor and Christy have 
lent their ald, and also the fact that 
even at the last minute Taylor saved 
time and money to the county by 
pleading guilty served as a plea in his 
favor, and he was lucky fn getting such 
a light sentence.

There was a long wait yesterday in 
Justice Austin’s court for the attorney 
of the Lowe Gas Company. He was 
scheduled to appear at 2 o'clock, when 
one of the members of the accused 
corporation was also to be there to re- 
ceive sentence for failure to pay the 
city license. C. R. Taylor was there 
promptly, representing the firm, but it 
required strenuous: work of the tele- 
phone to get Attorney Bailey there, 
forty-five minutes late. 

The case has been hanging fire for 
months, in the attempt of the defendant 
company to secure a reduction of the 
license from $100 a month. The.day of 
judgment finally arrived yesterday and 
Prosecuting Attorney Beebe and Mr. 
Balley had some argument over what 
the fine ought to be. Beebe suggested 
that it should be at least the amount 
of a month's license, and Bailey went 
into convulsions. 

“We ought to treat all alike here,” 
sald Beebe. “We bring up a China- 
man for selling vegetables without a 
Neense and fine him a month's fee, and 
I don't see why we should make an ex- 
ception in the case of the Lowe Gas 
Company.” ; 

Bailey said his clients were not like 
the Chinaman; that they had the per- 
fect right to raise the question Of the 
amount of the license, and in’ addition 
to that he insisted that thig was a 
friendly. action. i? 

After considerable banter between 
the two, Justice Austin wiade the fine 
$50, and gave the ecefendants until 
Thursday morning at 9:30 o'clock to 
make up their minds whether they iIn- 
tended to pay it or taxe an appeal.

__ ENTERPRISES. 


RAPID WORK BEING DONE BY 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


Apaches Swinging Pick and Shovel 
on a Field Where Their Fathers 
Fought Uncle Sam's Scidiers 
Thirty Years Ago—How Linseed 
Oil Was Mistaken for Petroleum. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 13.—T. H. 
Newell, superintendent: of the Recla- 
mation Service of the Interior Depart- 
ment, has been in Arizona during the 
past week, investigating the progress 
of work upon the Tonto’ Basin dam 
and reservoir. He left this morning 
to look up irrigation projects in New 
Mexico and Colorado. At Mesa and 
in Phoenix Mr. Newell was tendered 
public receptions. Here he arranged 
the details for the completion of the 
Tonto Basin wagon road, on which 
about half the cost is to be borne by 
the towns of the Salt River Valley. He 
also arranged for the grading of eight 
miles of road by the Supervisors of 
Maricopa county. At the present 
time about 200 men are employed on 
the road. It is expected this number 
will be about doubled, insuring com- 
pletion of the work by October 1. By 
that time it is hoped to have a daily 
mail route established. Almost the 
entire freight and passenger traffic 
will be diverted over the new line. 
About seven hundred men are now 
employed on the prellminary work 
around the dam site. This number 
will be doubled within a few months 
and more than 2000 men are expected 
to be employed when operations get 
in full swing. 

Mr. Newell was particularly struck 
with the sight of a gang of about fifty 
Apache Indians, working with pick 
shovel on the new road, at a point not 
far distant from where one of the 
most bloody battles of Indian warfare 
was fought thirty years ago between 
Apaches and United States troops. The 
Indians make good laborers, and are 
courteous as well as industrious. Al) 
Sieber, one of the most noted Indian 
scouts of the frontier, formerly chief 
of scouts on the San Carlos reserva- 
tion, is with the Indians, attending to 
the commissary department. 

MORE PUMPING PLANTS. 

Yesterday Mr. Newell and W. H. 
Code, chief irrigation engineer of the 
Indian Service, returned from a 
short visit to Sacaton, headquarters 
of the Pima Indian reservation. There 
they assured themselves of the entire 
success of a pumping plant installed 
for the benefit of the Indians about 
four months ago. Though the pumps 
have been throwing an immense vol- 
ume of water, there appears to be no 
diminution of the underground supply. 
The wells now furnish water for about 
three hundred acres of land near the, 
Sacaton agency, at a cost of from 8&6 
to $7 an acre per year. The pump- 
ing plant cost $15,000. | 

Another pumping pliant is to be in- 
stalled in the Gila Valley by T. F. 
Marquand, who will irrigate a tract of 
land near the famous old Casa 
Grande ruins. Marquand intends to 
raise vegetables exclusively. 

The great Hansen irrigating pumps 
south of Tempe are being operated 
with the utmost success, and about a 
thousand acres of cantaloupes are now 
ripening on the farms irrigated. With- 
in a couple of weeks solid trains of 
melons will begin to be dispatched 
East. 

The irrigation systems of the Salt 
River Vatiey found an Interested vis- 
itor a few days ago in E. B. McKenna, 
vice-president of the Santa Fé says- 
tem. Mr. McKenna also looked into 
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Eastern Railroad and went hence to 
visit the Imperial mines in Pima 
county, and the new railroad being 
constructed to connect them with the 
Southern Pacific at Red Rock station. 

The Arizona Oil Company has its 
derrick established in the western part 
of Phoenix and will start drilling to- 
morrow. The rig is capable of drill- 
ing 2500 feet, though the promoters are 
confident that ofl will be reached with- 
in 500 feet. 

WHBPRE THE OIL CAME FROM. 

Oll enthusiasts over in the region of 
Dudleyville invariably located every- 
thing that looks like of] or smelis like 
oil. One man brought in some soft 
sandstone permeated with red oxide 
of fron and unmistakably smelling like 
oll, He had located the ground and all 
the country surrounding it. There was 
considerable excitement until 4 man 
who knew oil demonstrated that the 
sample was filled with linseed of] and 
not petroleum. The mystery was ex- 
plained by an old-imer. He told that 
about eighteen years ago, “Bill Tweed 
was hauling in a load of mixed oll and 
paint from the San Carlos smelter and 
when he got at the mouth of Disap- 
pointment Valley one of the barreis 
rolled off the wagon and burst open. 
The paint spread out over the sand 
about twenty-five feet square and that 
is your oil outcrop.”

MMIGRATION EVILS. 

A war is on between the great At- 
lantic steamship companies, and the 
effect has already been felt in this 
country in a lowering of the moral, 
physical and financial standing of im- 
Migrants. A rate as low as $9.60 has 
Been established, for steerage passen- 
ger¢. and although news of this great 
feduction has not yet had time to be- 
come generally known 
Europe, it has brought a marked in- 
crease in the number of immigrants 
es well as a deterioration in the qual- 
ity. The indications are that if the 
low rates continue for any consider- 
e@eble time there will be a grand rush 
from the slums of Eurepe to get into 
the United States, and the shutting 
out of this turbid tide of ignorance, 
disease and crime may be a matter 
@f difficulty. It is expected that at 
- Jeast half a dozen ships will arrive 
@uring the next ten days, crammed to 
their full steerage capacity with the 
most undesirable class of immigrants. 
Measures have already been taken by 
the immigration authorities to check 
this threatened influx of undesirables. 
These measures can harily be too 
thorough nor too rigidly enforced 
(within the law.) 

A special investigator who has been 
appointed by the government to look 
into this matter reporis that a ma- 
jority of the 510 persons detained from 
the steamer Kroonland, until friends 
@hall call for them, expect to remain 
in New York; that “most of the new 
arrivals had only from 50 cents to 
$250 each,’ and that -many had no 
money at all. The total number of 
alien paupers arriving since January 18 
is 728, against 528 for the first half cf 
1903. There are now at Ellis Island 
more than one thousand immigrants 
who are dgtained for one cause or an- 
other. 

Notwithstanding .all that has been 
done in the way of restriction and reg- 


ulation, the immigration problem is. 
It is 


still a long way from solution. 
one of the most difficult problems with 
which we have been called upon to 
deal, and it has not always been dealt 
with as sincerely as we could wish. 
The difficulty has been to avoid injus- 
tice to a worthy and desirable class 
of foreigners wishing to make their 
homes in our land of boundless oppor- 
tunities, and at the same time to be 
just to our own citizens by excluding 
the undesirables. There has never 
been a time in the history of this 
country when law-abiding, industrious, 
fatelligent men and women from for- 
éign lands were not welcome to come 
to us, to abide with us, and to make 
their homes under our flag: The door 
of citizenship has always been open to 
euch as these. It is open to them to- 
day, and there is no probability that 
it will ever be closed. Some of cur 
most loyal citizens are those who 
have become citizens by nmaturaliza- 
tion. Many such fought valiantiy for 
the land of the® adoption in the Civil 
War, and in innumerable other ways 
they have proved their loyalty to the 
flag of their allegiance, and their value 
as citizens in all the walks of life. 
The principal difficulty which we 
have experienced has been in draw- 
ing the line between immigrants of 
this class and those whom it was our 
obvious duty to exclude. On the sur- 
face, the task appears not to be very 
dificult. But it has proven so in prac- 
tice. 
of the one class or the other. there 
would be little difficulty in deciding

If all immigrants were distinctly. 


have operated to some extent in pre- 
venting the enactment and execution 
of wise and just immigration laws. 
Cheap politicians and demagogues who 
keep an eye upon the “fordéign vote” 
have thrown obstacles in the way of 
the needed legislation, and have ham- 
pered those who were charged with 
the duty of enforcing existing laws. 

With all the difficulties surrounding 
the problem, it is undeniable that much 
progress has been made toward a right 
solution within the past few years. 
That much remains to be done is obvi- 
ous. The solution will not have been

Jobn D. Rockefeller and associates 
propose to organize a gigantic com- 
bination with $2,500,000,000 capital to 
control the mineral output of the 
United States. This plan obviously 
contemplates ownership of every im- 
portant mine in the country. 

Assuming that the scheme will be 
brought to a successful issue, the 
question uppermost in the West is, 
{How will this combination affect 
western mining interests?” 

Everything considered, it is appar- 
ent that the West's vast mining in- 
dustry has been built up by a com- 
bination of three forces, (1) the pros- 
pector, (2) the small capitalist, and (3) 
the small promoter. Cripple Creek is 
a fair example. Lessees made 
camp in the first instance, and men of 
only moderate wealth who organized 
and supported companies through the 
development stage, took up the work 
where-the prospectors were obliged 
to leave it. Then the small promot- 
er‘'carried it still farther by interes:- 
ing outside capital. 

But what is to become of the pros- 
pector, the smal] capitalist and the 
small promoter if this Rockefeller 
combine materializes? _At first glance 
it appears that their days are num- 
bered; but a more careful view of the 
case does not justify this assumption. 
It would appear that the independent 
prospector is to be replaced by the 


salaried searcher for mineral, and that ; 


the g00d properties are to pass di- 
rectly from him to the great combine, 
eliminating the “middlemen,” ithe 
wage capitalist and the small promo- 
er. 
But this view is hardly warranted, 
chiefly by reason of the nature of the 
industry. The market for gold can- 
not be controlled. The prospector 
will continue to find mineral and the 
small capitalist will continue to de- 
velop it, simply because the output 
can be taken to the mint and coined. 
The company, be it large or small, 
which is taking gold out of the earth 
cannot be crushed under existing 
conditions.

huge combine seems likely to stimu- 


late rather than discourage his ef- 
forts, by offering him a market to 
which he can immediately carry his

It may be here interposed 
at the combine, seeing his merito- 
rious proposition but unwilling to pay 
his commission, will “turn it down” 
and quietly wait until his options ex- 
pire, when its. salaried agents can 
step in and secure the property.

Almond Grafted on Live Oak. 
A story of unusual grafting in vege- 


| table life is vouched for by Attorney 


John J. Wella and H. C. Swain at 
Redding, Cal. They say that on the 
farm of Julius Jensen, on Dibble Creek, 
an almond has been grafted onto a live 
oak and a pear onto a mulberry. Mr. 
Jensen has been on the place only for 
a few years and knows nothing of the 
past istory of the farm. In the 
yard stands ‘Magnificent almond 
of the hard-shell variety, which pro- 
duces every year a good crop of large 
almonds. The tree forks at the ground. 
A foot and a half above the ground, 
where one of the branches is twelve 
inches in diameter and the other half 
as large, each branch suddenly en- 
larges and becomes four inches greater 
in diameter. This spring, to the com- 
plete surprise of Mr. Jensen, he dis- 
etratgrnd an oak shoot putting forth 
from just below the enlargement on one 
of the branches. Examination then 
showed- that up to the point where 
the enlargement appears the tree is 
live oak. Who did the strange graft- 
ing, or when, is unknown. But the 
fact is plain that on each branch an

onto a live oak stump.

Many writers have I fol- 
lowed with their printed remarks on 
rare minerals. It seems to me that a 
more than ordinary interest should be 
taken in prospecting for such, especi- 
ally, those in commercial use. ould 
you please name the rare minerais? 

am greatly interested in carnotite. 
Where can I get a deposit of50 per 
cent. uraniuman carnotite?’ 

By replying in The Times you will 
greatly oblige, Yours truly,

Answer.—Seo far, rare minerals have 
been found sparingly, that such exist, 
in deposits, somewhere, is 
more than probable. As a rule, seek- 
ers for such, ke close to the many 
railroads, and t few go to the des- 
ert or mountain many miles from such 
thoroughfares. 

To name the rare minerals would re- 
quire a great deal of space, and those 
of commercial value might be in num- 
ber thirty-five. Many of these are 
bought as cimens only, for colleges, 
libraries, museums, etc. ‘Under such 
heading cotwnes “50 per cent. uranium in 
carnetite.” The first analysis of this 
mineral was made from the Copper 
Prince mine, near Montrose, Colo.; it 
was’ named after the French scientist 
Carnot, but, to the French chemists, 
Mess, Poulet and Villel i, who spent 
great sums of money in the commercial 
treatment of this oxide of uranium, in. 
mills, on Colorado territory great credit 
should be given, the average of ura- 
nium trioxide from the canary yellow, 
pure carnotite is about & per cent., 


‘| but in such shape, it is, inded, a rare 


mineral, and it is riditeulous to speak 
of a “deposit” of such. | 

There are, however, deposits of car- 
notite carrying vanadium in Utah and 
Colorado, which, if successfully concen- 
trated, could be easily made into a 10 
or 12 per eent. uranium oxide, and as 
such brnig now $175 per ton in carioad 
lots. The trouble is that those pur- 
chasing, seek the product only, which 
product, prospectors, for manifest rea- 
sons cannot supply. It is so with near- 
ly all commercial rare minerals, there 
is a market for such, but it is the get- 
ting into marketable shape without ad- 
vances of money that causes so slight 
shipments. It is not far distant, how- 
ever, when the markets of the world 
must have rare minerals, especially the 
ene named for use in gun metal and 
armor plate. Urunium oxide (whether 
from carnotite or pitch blende) is also 
used in tinting green on glassware and 
black on porcelain. 

Molybdenite is one more rare mineral 
for which there will be a great demand, 
there is no such steel as that made 
from this minera! eambined, with iron, 
earbon and nickel, such steed is the 
hardest known. Withal this steel la 
very ductile, and makes Al wire. Its 
uses on shafts, propellers, gun barrels, 
shelis, etc., is more and more sought 
for daily. There is a good deposit of 
molybdenite in Mexico, and not far 
from San Diego, Cal.“ The oxides tho- 
ria and ceria are used in incandescent 
lighting, so ts gadolinite and zirco- 
nium.. 

Thallium is very soft; it can be ut 
with a knife; it makes a mark on p4- 
per blue in color at first, then yellow, 
and in a few hours fades altogether 
away. Molybdenite is also soft; it 
makes a gray mark on paper, and 
or graphite leaves a black 
mark. 


Tungsten (wofframite, hubnerite and 
scheelite) are well worthy of prospeci- 
ing for. The demand for metaliic tun- 
sten, ferro tungsten, tungsten trioxide, 
sodium tungstate, bronzes, etc.. is ac- 
tive. It takes a very high heat to 
melt the metal tungsten, but it greed- 
ily combines with steel, which steel! 
is but little impaired by heat.

practically no market for lower-grade 
bismuth concentrates.

MONEY VOTED FOR RIVERSIDE’S 
MAGNOLIA AVENUE. 


Fiag Raising at Fairmount Park. 
Date Set for Election of a Board 
of Freeholders—New Pumping 
Plant to Be installed—Tree Chop- 
per Cuts the Wrong Way. ) 


RIVERSIDE, June 14.—The City 
Trustees voted an appropriation this 
morning of $2000, to be increased to $3800 
by abutting property owners, for the 
grading. olling and screening of Mag- 
nolia avenue, the city’s most popular 
thoroughfare. The avenue was graded 
in the early part of the winter in antic- 
ipation of rains heavy enough to set- 
roadbed, but the 
almost entire absence of rain has left 
it in frightful shape. Dusty and full of 
chuck holes, aute driving over the road 
is a most distressing proposition, and 
travel of any kind is disagreeable to 
an extreme. 

About thirty representative property 
owners attended the meeting of the 
Magnolia Improvement Association at 
the Casa Blanca Clubhouse last night, 
and discussed road matters with the 
City Superintendent of Streets aml 
Mayor McFarland. It was the general 
consensus of opinion that the avenue 
was in crying need of improvement, 
and the Superintendent of Streets was 
asked to furnish estimates of the cost 
of graveling and olling a strip twenty 
feet wide on both sides, and on the cost 
of grading, olling and topping off with 


, | screenings from the city rock crusher. 


Mr. Seburn stated that he thought the 
latter method would make fully as good 
a roadbed as the former at an expense 
but little more than half, and’ by unan- 
imous vote it was advocated. A com- 
mittee of five, consisting of Goerge 
Frost, D. W. McLeod, <A. Conley, 
George Crawford and Robert L. Bett- 
ner was appointed to wait on the 
board of Trustees.

THE WORLD’S GOLD. 


Mountains of the West Have Produced 
One-fourth During the Past 
Half Century. 


{Kendrick’s Annual:] The total pro- 
duction of gold from the mines of the 
world for 410 years, or since there have 
been any records of the same kept, is 
officially given at $10,693,236,302. 

The total production of gold from the 
mines of the United States since its 
discovery is given at $2,539,503,140. Of 
this the Eastern and Southern States 
produced $32,492,648, leaving $2,507,010,492 
as the amount of gold produced by the 
mountainous country west of the me- 
ridian of Denver, California and Colo- 
rado being by far the heaviest pro- 
ducers of the yellow metal. with 
Colorado several millions in the lead. 
Or, in other words, this only partially 
explored mountainous country has pre- 
duced in fifty-vve years, or since 1849, 
when the discovery of gold was made 
here, nearly 23% per cent., or in round 
numbers, practically one-fourth of the 
total product of gold of the whole 
world for 410 years. 

We first gave the above comparative 
figures nine years ago, and have cor- 
rected them annually since. The fig- 
ures above seem almost’ incredible, 
‘but are taken from the government 
statistics with the exception of last 
year, the figures of which are not yet 
published officially, but estimated b 
the Engineering and Mining Journal. 
Nor is the maximum yet reached by 
any means. Each succeeding year will 
simply serve to add a new record to 
the West's wealth of gold and to. its 
prosperity. 

The United States government offi- 
cial figures of the increase of the gold 
output of the United States and of 
Colorado during the past thirteen years 
from 1890 to the end of the year 1903, 
are as follows: 

The production of gold tn the United 
States in 1890 was $32,845,000. 

The production of gold in the United 
States in 1993 was $74,425,340, an in- 
creaseof 1263-5 per cent. 

The production of gold in Colorado 
in 1890 was $4,150,000. 

The production of gold tn Colorado 
in 1903 was $22,705,711, giving an in- 
crease of 447 per cent., a phenoghenal 
record, or an average increase of over 
34 per cent. per annum. 

The profits and safety of investment 
in mining have increased in greater ra- 
tio than the production, on account of 
modern improvements tn mining, mill- 


fing, smelting and transportation. 


Colorado now produces 30.5 per cent. 
or, in round numbers, one-third of the 
total gold produce of the United States, 
including Alaska.

FOUGHT IN THE DARK. 


Four Nubian Lions at Coney Isiend 
Indulged in a Fierce and Fate- 


ful Struggle. 
{New York Tribune:] Four of 
the big Nubian lions—Caesar, 


Sultan, Czar and Merrimac—a part of 
the twenty-seven which Ronavita uses 
in his act, are threatened with blood 
poisoning as a result of a fight among 
them when the lights went out in 
Coney Island Monday night, leaving 
the place in darkness for twenty-two 
minutes. The animals are badly bitten 
and scratched, and the wounds began 
to fester overnight. 

Assisted by his trainers, Bonavita 
lured Merrimac to the bars of his 
cage, and.a syringe filled with warm 
water was squirted in the lion's face 
until the wounds were cleansed. Then 
aA ees of peroxide went the same way.

The worst of the fighting took place 
in the p way that runs from the 
arena to the Back of the dens.

Out of 
the darkness could be hard the swish 
of Bonavita’s whip. Then came the soft 
thud as some of the lions jumped down 
from their pedestals. There was a rush 
for lights of some sort, but it was 
five minutes before they came. A flash 
from a revolver showed Bonavita 
backed up against the bars, with a 
lion creeping toward him. The trainer 
refused to leave the arena. There were 
half a dozen lanterns around the big 
cage, which cast a faint light for a few 
feet. 

Caesar was balked in his attempts 
to stalk Bonavita, and suddenly leaped 
on Sultan. That was the signal for 
the other lions. “Open the doors,” said 
Bonavita. The whip cracked, and the 
brutes nearest the entrance shor 
through it. In three minutes the arena 
was cleared. From the passageway 
came the sounds of enraged beasts in 
conflict. Bonavita was forced into the 
open three times, only to disappear 
in his attempt to cage his charges. 

It took an hour and a half to land 
the lions in their dens and to quell 


the different fights. en Bonavita 
finally ap ed on the floor he was 
heartily cheered.

Waldorf Astor. The body which con- 
trols the river stocks it yearly with 
spawn with the aim of providing rec- 
reation for a number of persons who 


_ choose to spend their Sundays and 
holidays as faithful disciples of Isaak 


Walton. 

In former years Mr. Astor, while 
prohibiting fishermen from casting 
their rods from that part of the river_ 
bank which adjoins the Cliveden es- 
tate, graciously allowed them to fish 
from boats in the river itself. This 
concession gives but scant satisfaction 
to the innicent sportsmen and this 
year the Thames Conservancy has 
been again appealed to. 

A deputation waited upon the lord 
of Cliveden a few days ‘ago only to 
find out that he had decided to close 
the river—stream and bank—against 
all but his personal friends. As the 
law stands he is perfectly within his 
right in doinz so, but the Thames 
Conservancy in spite of the fact that 
it is an absolutely fossilized and con- 
servative body, can get its back up 
at times and it is believed that Mr. 
Astor has prodded it into doing so. 

If all other means fail to move Mr. 
Astor the Conservancy will apply to 
Parliament to make new laws for the 
government of the river Thames. 

It is somewhat significant that 
Queen Alexandra and Princess Vic- 
toria who used to be frequent visitors 
to that part of the river have not 
been seen there since it became known 
that Mr. Astor had excluded ordinary 
fishing folk.

BARON WARTEGG DISCUSSES THE 
SITUATION IN THE ORIENT. 


Famous German Traveler and -} 


Author Says that American in- 
terésts Will Not be Improved by 
the Success of Japan—After the 
Fall of Port Arthur. ¢ 


Paul Pioneer Press:] ‘‘Russia 


must win,” said Baron Ernst von 
Hesse Wartegg, the noted German 
explorer and one of the greatest 
authorities on matters pertaining to 
‘l do not believe that 
the white race and Christianity will 
be defeAted by  Mongolians and 
heathenism. 

“Il cannot understand why America 
is so prejudiced against Kussia and 
in favor of Japan. Japan today is 


America’s greatest industrial menace. 


I explain the sentiment in favor of 


Japan only on the ground that Amer- 


icans look at Russia as the big dog 
and Japan as the little dog. This is 
wrong. — 

“Considering the conditions, Japan 
is the big dog. European Russia is 
thousands of miles from the war, and 
must move troops and supplies this 
enormous distance. Only a small part 
of forces can engage in the 
war. 

“Japan had prepated for this war 
for years. Russia did not believe 
war would be started and was not 
prepared. The war is right at Japan’s 
door. The base of supplies “ig right 
back of the army, with no-great dis- 
tances to overcome. 

“Yes, there is one other reason per- 
haps why Americans favor Russia, a 
diplomatic reason. They think Rus- 
sia is becoming too strong, and would 


be weakened by defeat. This is a 
mistake. Russia defeated will be 
stronger than Russia victorious. If 
Japan is defeated, it will want re- 


venge and wait years for it, as France 
for thirty years ha been waiting for 
revenge on Germany. Germany must 
now keep a great army .on its west- 
ern frontier. So with sain,

for Japan would always be there 
ready to strike. 

“Japan started the war. Russia did 
not start it. Japan says it is fight- 
ing for the independence of Korea, 
the integrity of China, and the open 
door. Let's see what these things 
mean. The independence of Korea is 
nothing. I spent several years there. 
The King is a mere puppet in the 
hands of Japan, and government of- 
ficials are Japanese. The independ- 
ence of Korea Japan seeks, is simply 


Japanese rule. 


INTEGRITY OF CHINA. 

“The integrity of China. Japan was 
the first power to take Chinese ter- 
ritory, and seized a strip of South- 
ern Manchuria, but was foreed to 
give it up by the intervention of Rus- 
sia, Germany and the other powers. 
This is sufficient answer to that cluim. 

“America has made one great mis- 
take. It should have become a strong 

wer on the Atlantic, but has let 

ngland and other European powers 
dominate that ocean, and has no At- 
lantic fieet. 

“It now has a chance to dominate 
the Pacific, and 1 believe the Eu- 
ropean power would like to see it do 
so. If Japan wins it will be the Eng- 
land of the Pacific, and America can 
never dominate that ocean. 

“America can gain nothing by Jap- 
anese success, and has nothing in 
common with Japan. Japan has made 
wonderful progress in the last few 
years, but it has no western civiliza- 
tion. It has taken your industries, 
your science, your skill, your -manu- 
factures, and made them ‘its own. 

“It has not taken western ethics, 
morais nor religion. It is still heathen, 
and still has no morals nor ethics, 
as we western nations have. There 


fs no love for women in Japan, as we 


understand that term. The woman is 
a siave all of her life. While a child 


| this countr-. 


she is the slave of her mother. When 
she marries she is the slave of her 
husband, and as widow she is the 
siave of her eldest son. You cannot 
have civilization when women are re- 
garded like that, and have no stand- 
ing. Japan has simply learned the 
things that make money,. that help 
it, and taken none of our real civiliza- 
tion. 

“The smiling. Japanese| come over 
here and tell about the open door, and 
you believe. He hates you. He be- 
lieves that his race is the greatest 
on earth and will dominate the earth. 
The minister of foreign affairs has 
said just this thing in speeches many 
times. 

“The open door in Manchuria means 
that the Japanese will have ail the 
business in Manchuria, and China. for 
that matter and America will be the 
greatest loser of any of the nations 
commercially. I admire the Japanese 
for what they have done, and sym- 
pathy seems to be the chief foundation 
of America’s prejudice in its favor. 

“It is all right to admire them, but 
I am talking for the pocketbooks. We 
must not let our sympathies destrop 
our interests, vou know. Japan today 
can make anything you can here, and 
at less than one-fourth the cost. To- 
dav bicycles, pianos, and scores of ar- 
ticles are being made in Japan and 
sold here, despite your customhouse 
exactions. 

JAPAN CLOSE TO MARKETS. 
“japan is close to the markets and 
the cost of transporation from your 
industrial centers to the coast and 
then across the sea is saved. Then 
there is the interest on floating capi- 
tal. If it takes a month for products 
to reach the markets the interest on 
the capital invested counts up. 

“Japan is of the same race as these 
people in the East, and its people can 
live much cheaper than Europeans or 
Americans. A Japanese agent can live 
on a year, where an American 
agent will need from §3000 to $5000. 
Western people cannot compete with 
men who can live on 40 or 50 cents a 
day. 

“America today is confronted with 
the two greatest obstacles of produc- 
tion. Trades unions, and high wages. 
It pays the highest wages in the world. 
In Japan men can be had for 50 cents 
a day to do the same work as men in 
this country who are paid from §3 to $5 
per duy. This is answered by saying 
the cost of living in Japan will in- 
crease. It will, but it will Increase 
with us, too, and Americans and Euro- 
peans will always be a step above 
them. All these advantages are in fa- 
vor of Japan, and it will not only get 
the trade of the Orient, but also send 
its goods to this country in greater 
quantities than now, 

“Americans will suffer more from this 
than any other country, and this is 
what makes it hard for me to under- 
stand the attitude in this country in 
favor of Japan. They are using women 
and children in factories now in Japan, 
Children 6 years old make 250 match 
boxes a day and are paid a cent and 
a hglf or 2 cents a day. Girls get 10 or 
12 cents a day. 

RUSSIA IN ASIA, 

“Russia is regarded as a barbaric 
power, European Russia, judged by 
the standard of other European nations 
is backward. Russia is the power. of 
progress in Asia, and is today, the only 
dawn of western civilization in the 
East. People talk about the Kichineff 
massacre. It was unfortunate. But 
America Head a massacre in New Or- 
leans, and people are lynched in this 
country. England sent its criminals 
tu Australia, and they made good citi- 
zens. Russia's criminals in Siberia 
will do the same. 

“Russia has built a railroad across 
Siberia, at a cost of $500,000,000, bind- 
ing the empire together. On it are 
modern cities, laid out well, with elec- 
trie light, factories, high schools and 
universities. America has a_e great 
trade there now. American cars 
drawn by American locomotives carry 
American products. China stood in 
the way of reaching the sea _ coast. 
Can you blame Russia for pushing on 
to Viadivostok? 

“If, when the Union and the South- 


erri Pacific railroads were built {n this | 


country, California had belonged to 
China. do you think the railroad would 
have stopped when it reached Chinese 
territory. No, America would have el- 
bowed them out of the way, and said 
stand aside for civilization. 
“Americans do not seem to appreciate 
the results of Japanese victory,” con- 
tinued Baron Wartegg. .“It wotld 


mean that Japan could and would in-/ 


sist on Mongolians being admitted to 
on the same terms as 
other people or would bar the white 
people from Asia. 

‘East China has raw materials in as 
great abundance as the United States, 
Japanese industries would manufac- 
ture them, and the Oriental market for 
American raw materials and manufac- 
tured stuffs would be lost.” 


SEES TROUBLE AHEAD. 


Japanese victory, Baron Wartegg be- 
lieves would lead to great turmoil in 
the Past. 

“If Japan defeats Russia, China will 
say, see what this little power did? 
Why should we allow Europeans to 
get rich here, and there would be an- 
other Boxer movement. The 300,000,000 
East Indians would say, why shall we 
allow 60,000 English to rule us, and 
there would be an uprising that might 
wipe out English rule. The Javanese 
might do the same to the 6000 Dutch. 
The Filipinos would revolt. And the 
Japanese would help these. They ure 
their people out of the same cruicble, 
and the supremacy of the Mongolian 
race is what the Japanese are hoping 
for.” 

“What would be the results of Japa- 
nese defeats?’ 

“Well,” said Baron Wartegg, “it 
would diminish Japan's political in- 
fluence. Japan would remain indepen- 
dent by its own power. China would 
remain because of the jealousy of the 


other powers. The development of Asia 


along European lines would continue. 
Chin as developed much in the !ast 
fifty years. Fifty ports are now open, 
and the trade amounts to a thousand 
million dollars. 

“No, it would remove Japan as an 
industrial menace to America and the 
European nations. We have given them. 
our knowledge, and must suffer for it. 
They have taken what would help them 
and rejected_the true principles of our 
civilization. 

RUSSIA HAS THE RBESOURCES. 

“Yes, Russia must win. The white 
races and Christianity will not be de- 
feated by the yellow race and heathen- 
ism. Russia will win by endurance. Its 
resources are boundless. It is a coun- 
try of grain and cattle, and stolid, per- 
severing men. The Japanese are good 
soldiers. They are brave, and we must 
admire their deeds. 

“Japanese petriotism is much like 
champagne. Ht bubbles at first furi- 
ously. An hour later it is very fat. 
The Japanese soldier will be this way. 
After he has stood hardships for a 


long time, and suffered defeat, he will 


‘want to go home. 


“The Russian soldiers never give up. 
I am surprised at the way your news- 
papers treat the reports from Japan, 
and the falsities that are being tele- 
graphed from Japanese sources. I have 
been reading for some weeks that 
Dalny had fallen, that Port Arthur was 
corked: up. Yet neither thing Is trwe. 
The Russians have retreated, but a re- 
treat is not a rout. 
of wisdom. Russia must guard 10,000 
miles of railway; that takes an anny 
in itself. It will probably be late in 
the summer before Russia will be ready 
to strike a blow. Now the Russians 
are saying nothing. 

“Japan cannot stand a long war. It 
has not the money and it has not the 
men. Of course, it seems to be doing 
well now, but it was prepared, and 
Russia was not, when the war started.”
